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2007  turned  into  a  busy  and  even  dramatic  year. 

It  began  with  the  floods  of  April  that  knocked  out  the  Old  Marlborough  Road  bridge  near 
the  Golf  Club  and  set  Selectmen  on  the  path  of  reviewing  the  status  of  all  town  bridges. 
Dublin  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Quantum  Engineering  whose  president, 
Lisa  Martin,  has  shepherded  the  new  bridge  construction  through  the  thickets  of  Federal, 
Regional,  and  State  regulations.  Quantum  has  aided  greatly  in  procuring  grants,  saving 
the  taxpayers  substantial  sums.  Lisa  Martin  and  former  Selectman  Joe  Cavanaugh,  whom 
the  Selectmen  appointed  as  Point  Person  for  the  process,  deserve  accolades  from  the 
town.  The  bridge  is  expected  to  open  by  August. 

When  Mother  Nature  delivered  the  earliest  and  longest  ice-  and  snow-laden  winter  most 
could  remember,  our  Highway  Department  under  Brian  Harden  did  a  heroic  job  keeping 
the  roads  open  and  passable.  His  long-sought  new  truck  got  quite  a  workout.  Then, 
between  blizzards,  the  Highway  Department  men  cleared  the  debris  of  30  years  from  the 
Town  Hall  Top  Floor,  as  work  began  on  the  stairs  and  elevator  that  will  carry  Dubliners 
to  the  newly  refurbished  space  in  July.  Thanks  to  the  donor's  generous  gift  and  to  others 
who  have  donated  to  this  project,  we  will  have  a  revitalized,  handsome,  much-needed 
public  gathering  place  this  summer. 

The  Selectmen  continue  to  work  regionally  in  an  effort  to  keep  down  costs  and  identify 
costs  that  can  be  shared  whenever  possible.  Selectmen  from  Dublin,  Hancock,  Temple, 
and  Peterborough  meet  regularly  to  explore  and  develop  cost  savings  through  purchases 
of  such  things  as  heating  oil,  propane,  and  road  culverts.  A  regional  meeting  of 
selectmen  is  planned  this  spring  to  discuss  common  issues.  The  ConVal  Selectmen's 
Advisory  Committee  continues  to  meet  to  discuss  relevant  issues  with  the  ConVal 
Adminisfration. 

When  polled  on  what  they  value  about  Dublin,  our  citizens  continually  sfress  the  quality 
of  life  in  our  town,  and  we  continue  to  develop  the  tools  to  maintain  that  quality.  From 
2005-2007  the  fracture  and  bedrock  mapping  were  completed.  When  the  third  part  of  the 
project,  the  Water  Study,  is  brought  into  the  picture,  these  tools  will  enable  us  to  have  the 
best  information  available  to  sustain  healthy,  abundant  water  in  Dublin.  The  Water  Study 
is  a  2008  Warrant  Article.  We  have  worked  months  to  get  additional  support  for  this 
project,  and  we  have  succeeded. 

Selectmen  wish  to  acknowledge  Dublin's  gratitude  for  the  unexpected  bequest  to  the 
Dublin  Fire  Department  and  the  Dublin  Police  Department  by  the  late  Phyllis  Burt. 

We  are  honored  to  report  that  the  commitment  and  integrity  of  our  Town  employees  has 
not  wavered.  They  respond  quickly  to  emergencies,  work  diligently  and  carefully  on  the 


job,  are  resourceful,  helpful  and  thoughtful.  This  year  we  have  asked  Department  Heads 
to  meet  together  periodically  to  share  information  and  to  share  advice  with  each  other 
and,  as  appropriate,  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Dublin  is  Dublin  because  of  the  talents 
of  Town  employees  and  Town  volunteers. 

We  want  to  strengthen  our  infrastructure.  The  Capital  Improvement  Program  (CIP)  was 
re-estabhshed  in  2007  and  is  now  a  vital  working  document.  As  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Budget  Committee  are  now  able  to  look  ahead  more  than  a  decade,  our  budget  and  our 
approach  to  the  budget  will  inevitably  change  as  we  forecast  and  plan  ahead  for 
expenditures  in  view  of  upcoming  needs.  We  are  beginning  this  year  by  not  purchasing 
but  leasing-to-buy  a  new  Fire  Truck.  We  owe  thanks  to  the  Planning  Board,  Curt 
Merrick,  and  Joe  Cavanaugh,  and  all  the  Department  Heads,  for  helping  to  create  the  CIP. 

Traffic  Cahning  is  on  a  Warrant  Article,  which  involves  no  cost  to  the  town.  If  the  funds 
are  accepted  by  the  town,  the  Selectmen  will  work  closely  with  an  engineering  firm  to 
build  sidewalks  and  implement  methods  to  slow  traffic  on  Main  Street. 

The  Selectmen  want  to  thank  Betsey  Harris  for  her  leadership  in  revitalizing  the  Open 
Space  Committee.  The  group  has  done  an  excellent  job  of  identifying  those  areas  most 
vital  to  maintaining  the  continuing  spirit  of  a  country  town.  The  Open  Space  Advisory 
Plan  for  Dublin  will  help  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Selectmen  preserve  key  aspects  of 
Dublin,  including  wetlands,  streams,  recreational  areas,  productive  soils,  trails  and 
historic  sites.  The  committee  will  have  its  Plan  available  at  Town  Meeting. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  continuing  efforts  of  the  Conservation  Committee,  the  Lake 
Preservation  Committee,  the  Garden  Club  of  Dublin,  and  The  Women's  Club  for  their 
continuing  watchfubiess  and  work  to  keep  the  quality  and  beauty  of  Dublin  Lake  at  the 
highest  level. 

The  Garden  Club  deserves  additional  thanks  for  the  tireless  labors  of  Jane  Keough,  Mary 
Liz  Lewis,  and  Karen  Bunch  and  their  compatriots  who  spearhead  the  design  and 
maintenance  of  the  flowers,  trees,  and  planters  along  Main  Street  to  Town  Hall  and 
beyond.  Their  efforts  are  furthered  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library's  plantings,  overseen  by 
Gail  Bartlett  and  Sharon  Escales. 

We  want  to  express  our  deepest  thanks  to  our  departing  Town  Clerk  Barbara  Sovik  who 
has  been  the  face  of  Town  Hall  to  so  many  for  13  years.  She  will  continue  to  be  a  part- 
time  advisor  to  the  new  Town  Clerk.  Thanks,  also,  to  the  Deputy  Town  Clerk,  Jeannine 
Jadaszewski,  for  her  fine  work  this  year. 

We  will  also  miss  the  dedicated  labour  and  bright  cheer  of  Gail  Szafir,  who  welcomed 
arrivals  and  supplied  intriguing  seasonal  decor  at  the  Transfer  Station.  She  may  rettam  to 
help  with  the  additional  load  the  Transfer  Station  bears  in  summer. 

We  welcome  our  new  town  Prosecutor,  Martha  M.  Jacques. 


Again,  we  salute  and  praise  the  labors  of  our  dedicated  town  employees,  as  well  as  the 
many  volunteers  who  serve  selflessly  on  Town  Committees  and  make  Dublin  an 
exceedingly  fine  place  to  live.

To  the  citizens  of  Dublin: 


The  2007  Budget  Committee  (BudCom)  is  pleased  to  prepare  this  informational  report. 
We  hope  that  it  provides  some  insight  into  the  workings  of  the  Budget  Committee  and  the 
challenge  the  Committee  faces  establishing  the  budget  for  the  town. 

Membership:  2007  Changes 

This  year  we  said  good-bye  to  one  member  of  the  Budget  Committee  and  welcomed  one 
new  member.  Newly-elected  Selectman  Edward  Germain  replaced  Sterling  Abram  as 
Selectmen's  Representative. 

The  Role  of  the  Budget  Committee 

The  Dublin  Budget  Committee  consists  of  seven  members,  six  members  elected  to  three- 
year  terms,  two  each  year,  and  the  Selectmen's  Representative  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen. 

Chapter  32  in  the  New  Hampshire  State  Statutes  dictates  the  Budget  Committee's  duties. 
The  primary  function  of  the  Budget  Committee  is  to  review  departmental  budgets  and 
submit  a  budget  as  provided  in  RSA  32:5.  This  is  accomplished  by  conferring  with  the 
governing  body  and  with  other  officers,  department  heads  and  other  officials,  relative  to 
estimated  costs,  revenues  anticipated,  and  services  performed  to  the  extent  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Budget  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  such  officers  and  other 
persons  to  furnish  such  pertinent  information  to  the  budget  committee.  The  Budget 
Committee  holds  a  Public  Hearing  in  early  February.  Then,  the  Committee  submits  their 
recommendations  to  Town  Meeting.  Ultimately,  the  decision-making  responsibility  rests 
with  those  who  vote  at  Town  Meeting  and  in  the  town  elections. 

2008  Process,  Challenge,  and  Results 

The  Committee  began  its  work  reviewing  quarterly  revenues  and  expenditures  in  April 
2007  and  July  2007.  Also,  the  Committee  participated  in  a  number  of  joint  meetings  with 
the  Selectmen  and  residents  to  discuss  solutions  to  repairing  and  financing  the  Old 
Marlborough  Road  Bridge.  As  far  as  2008,  the  Committee  invited  each  department  head 
and  a  representative  irom  each  town  committee  in  August  to  review  the  expectations  for 
the  2008  Budget  Process.  The  Committee  worked  carefully,  following  a  structured 
procedure,  to  be  able  to  recommend  a  budget  which  builds  upon  the  financial  strength  of 
the  town,  provides  for  services  in  an  equitable  manner,  and  prepares  the  town  for  future 
challenges.  Each  committee  and  department  head  with  fiscal  responsibility  was  given  a 
chance  to  present  their  budget  to  the  Committee.  The  "whole  picture"  was  continually 
evaluated  in  considering  such  things  as  fiiture  impact  on  the  town,  current  impact  on 


taxpayers,  the  ability  to  use  one-time  revenues,  and  the  use  of  one-time  reserves,  hi  the 
end,  each  decision  was  based  on  the  merits  and  information  presented  to  the  Committee 
or  not  presented  to  the  Committee.  We  beUeve  that  the  budget  we  have  submitted  to  the 
Town  of  Dubhn  is  sound  and  fair  to  the  taxpayers,  department  heads,  and  committees. 
This  all  happened  at  approximately  25  meetings  lasting  from  two  hours  to  four  hours  over 
the  past  year. 

As  with  last  year,  the  Committee  was  faced  with  many  competing  interests  including  the 
following: 

•  Increased  Staffing,  Retirement,  and  Health  hisurance  Costs 

•  Approximately  40%  increase  in  Oil,  Propane,  Diesel,  and  Gas  Expenses. 

•  Approximately  23%  increase  in  Capital  Reserve  due  to  infrastructure  issues. 

•  A  failing  culvert  on  Cobb  Meadow  Road. 

•  Expected  increases  in  the  School  taxes  and  supposedly  a  doubling  of  the  County 
taxes. 

•  Major  Warrant  Article  considerations. 

•  A  potential  recession. 

Last,  the  Budget  Committee  is  for  the  third  year  in  a  row  pleased  to  present  a  budget  to 
the  town  that  has  a  less  than  1%  increase  when  compared  to  the  previous  year's  budget. 
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As  in  years  past,  we  have  been  extremely  active  throughout  the  year.  We  experienced  a  staffing 
shortage  due  to  an  officer  being  out  for  surgery  for  approximately  three  months.  The  members 
of  the  Dublin  Police  Department  worked  extremely  hard  to  continue  to  provide  the  service  you 
are  accustomed  to.  This  year  we  continued  to  see  an  increase  in  police  activity  and  calls  for 
service.  I  do  not  see  a  reduction  in  these  areas  and  I  am  concerned  for  the  future.  The  level  of 
service  and  pubhc  safety  we  now  can  provide  to  the  town  is  hmited  without  future  staffing  issues 
being  addressed.  The  department  has  continued  to  deal  with  many  different  types  of  cases  that 
span  many  different  areas  of  Law  Enforcement  services  to  a  community.  Whether  it  is  a  civic 
duty,  criminal  investigation,  other  investigations,  or  general  policing  required  of  us,  the  members 
of  this  department  work  extremely  hard  to  provide  the  best  results  for  each  situation.  The 
members  of  this  department  all  work  towards  the  goal  of  putting  the  citizens  of  this  community 
first  and  providing  a  level  of  public  service  and  safety  that  is  commendable. 

In  these  recent  times  we  are  faced  with  many  uncertainties,  I  want  the  Citizens  of  Dublin  to 
know  that  the  Dublin  PoHce  Department  is  able  to  face  the  challenge  and  we  understand  our 
obligation  to  the  Citizens  to  not  only  produce  a  great  service  but  to  do  it  with  the  most  fiscally 
responsible  approach  we  can.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  we  again  partnered  with  New  Hampshire 
Highway  Safety  and  procured  a  Speed  Enforcement  Grant  and  a  DWI  Grant,  to  continue  in 
assisting  us  in  our  enforcement  of  Route  101.  Again  this  year  we  coordinated  our  efforts  along 
the  Route  101,  Route  9  corridor  with  the  towns  of  Chesterfield,  Keene,  Marlborough,  Wilton, 
Milford  and  Amherst.  These  patrols  are  extremely  valuable  in  our  effort  to  making  Route  101  as 
safe  as  possible.  The  members  of  the  Dublin  Police  Department  are  also  extremely  humbled  and 
grateful  to  learn  that  an  extraordinary  citizen  who  recently  passed  away  bequeathed  a  sum  of 
money  to  the  Police  Department.  For  this  we  are  extremely  thankful.  We  will  always  look  to 
fmd  alternative  ways  to  fund  projects.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  many  citizens  who  have 
assisted  us  this  past  year  with  their  generosity,  both  financially  through  donations,  and 
volunteering  time  in  helping  us. 

I  know  I  have  mentioned  in  previous  annual  reports  that  the  following  may  seem  a  traditional 
theme  but  I  want  to  continue  to  emphasize  how  important  the  departments  and  employees  of  the 
town  of  Dublin  are  to  the  mission  of  us  all  working  together  to  make  Dublin  a  great  town  to  live 
in.  We  all  are  truly  blessed.  To  all  the  members  of  the  Dublin  Fire  Department,  Highway 
Department,  Code  Enforcement,  Sanitation,  Town  Clerks  Office  (we  will  miss  you  Barbara), 
Committees,  Boards  and  the  Dublin  Selectmen's  Office  we  thank  you  all  for  working  with  us  so 
closely  and  assisting  us  when  we  call  upon  you.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  work  with  such  a  dedicated 
group  of  people  in  providing  outstanding  service  to  the  community  we  all  love. 

I  especially  want  to  thank  the  members  of  this  department  who  without,  the  job  of  police  work 
in  Dublin  could  not  be  done.  I  personally  thank  two  officers  who  so  deservingly  received  recent 
promotions,  Lt.  Dana  Hennessy  and  Master  Patrolmen  Ryan  Quimby,  for  your  professionalism, 
your  dedication,  your  continued  support  and  for  working  hard  to  provide  a  high  level  of  service 
and  safety  to  the  community.  I  would  like  to  recognize  Administrative  Assistant  Vira  Elder  for 
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her  willingness  to  be  flexible  in  what  can  be  a  difficult  working  environment.  She  is  always 
professional  and  amazingly  accomplishes  everything  we  ask  of  her  and  is  a  nucleus  of  our  team. 
In  closing,  I  would  thank  the  citizens  of  Dublin  for  your  support,  kindness,  generosity  and 
genuine  interest  in  helping  us  make  Dublin  a  safe  place  to  live.  Please  remember  we  are  here  for 
you  so  please  call  or  stop  by  with  any  questions  or  concerns  and  we  will  be  glad  to  assist  in  any 
way  possible.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

2007 

The  Department's  mission  is  to  maintain  a  Company  of  fire  personnel  trained  in  all  aspects  of 
fire  suppression,  rescue,  salvage,  fire  prevention,  hazardous  materials  and  emergency  medical 
response,  enabling  us  to  serve  and  protect,  without  prejudice  or  favoritism,  the  lives  and  property 
of  the  residents  of  Dublin  during  both  natural  and  manmade  emergencies. 

The  dedicated  members  of  the  Dublin  Fire  Company  devote  many  hours  responding  to  fire  and 
medical  emergencies,  training  to  ensure  a  high  level  of  expertise,  performing  community  service, 
and  providing  fire  prevention  education. 

In  2007,  Dublin  Fire  and  Rescue  personnel  responded  to  79  rescue  calls  and  105  fire  or  other 
emergency  calls  for  a  total  of  1 84  emergency  calls. 

Maintaining  the  highest  levels  of  proficiency  in  skills  and  training  remains  a  top  priority  for  the 
Fire  Department.  Outside  training  and  monthly  drills,  financially  supported  in  part  by  the 
National  Fire  academy,  the  NH  Fire  Training  Academy,  NHMA,  and  FEMA,  this  year  included 
vehicle  extrication,  medical  emergencies  including  cardiac  and  poisonous  materials  response, 
building  construction  including  sprinklers  and  forcible  entry,  search  and  rescue,  taser  training, 
RIT  bag  training,  ropes  training,  radio  refi-esher,  ice  rescue,  firefighter  close  calls,  AED  training, 
CPR/AED  recertification,  EMT  recertification  classes,  pumps,  and  flushing  hydrants.  In 
addition,  three  members  are  training  for  their  Level  One  Firefighter  certification. 

Our  members  exhibit  the  highest  level  of  service,  safety,  and  teamwork  while  functioning  with 
an  extremely  high  level  of  skill  and  professionalism.  We  strive  to  insure  that  all  residents,  in  all 
emergency  situations,  are  treated  with  respect,  kindness,  patience,  and  consideration. 

As  always,  safety  -  yours  and  ours  -  is  our  highest  priority! 

Again  this  year  we  participated  in  shared  training  with  Fire  and  Emergency  personnel  fi-om  the 
surrounding  towns  who  work  most  closely  with  Dublin  through  the  Mutual  Aid  System.  This 
insures  the  highest  level  of  efficiency  and  teamwork  when  responding  to  real  emergencies. 
Dublin  Rescue  medical  personnel  joined  Peterborough  Fire  and  Rescue  Department  for  monthly 
EMS  training.  The  Department  was  also  able  to  complete  several  training  drills  at  Beech  Hill 
Hospital  before  its  final  demolition,  giving  us  the  valuable  opportunity  to  train  in  a  large 
institutional  setting.  Water  rescue  training  was  conducted  by  LifeSaving  Resources  in 
conjunction  with  the  Dublin  Fire  Department  and  lifeguards  from  the  Dublin  Lake  Club  and  the 
Dublin  Women's  Club  beach. 

We  are  proud  to  announce  that  the  brush  truck,  fimded  through  the  FEMA  Fire  Act  Grant  is  now 
in  service.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  an  anonymous  donor,  several  upgraded  safety 
improvements  have  been  added  to  the  vehicle  including:  an  upgraded  pump,  scene  lights,  an 
automatic  Class  A  foam  system,  and  a  traffic  advisor  light  to  enhance  scene  and  personnel 
safety. 
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Also  added  to  the  retinue  of  equipment  this  year  is  a  new  hydrauHc  spreader  and  hydrauHc 
forcible  entry  tool  purchased  with  funds  raised  from  the  Dublin  Fire  Company's  tent  rentals  and 
Annual  Gas  Engine  Meet.  An  enclosed  trailer  was  also  purchased  by  the  Fire  Company  to  hold 
and  transport  the  tent.  This  makes  our  tent  rental  more  efficient  and  has  opened  up  much  needed 
space  inside  the  Fire  Station. 

The  Fire  Company  also  purchased  RJT  bag  with  donations  received  in  memory  of  Deputy  Chief 
Sangermano's  grandfather,  Albert  Rajaniemi.  This  is  a  tool  kit  to  enable  a  team  of  firefighters  to 
work  as  a  Rapid  hitervention  Team  to  rescue  a  trapped  or  lost  firefighter.  The  RIT  bag  consists 
of  a  spare  air  tank  and  mask,  hoses  to  refill  a  firefighter's  air  tank,  and  tools  to  help  free  a 
trapped  firefighter.  Special  thanks  to  Deputy  Chief  Sangermano  for  facilitating  the  acquisition  of 
this  lifesaving  equipment. 

We  would  like  to  thank  Anne  Anable,  Sterling  Abram,  and  Ed  Germain  for  their  continued 
support  and  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Dublin  Fire  Department. 

We  also  extend  our  thanks  to  Bill  Raymond,  Kathy  Merrick,  Barbara  Sovik,  the  Dublin  Police 
Department,  the  Dublin  Highway  Department,  and  Code  Enforcement  Officer  Paul  Waterman 
for  their  help  and  collaboration  throughout  the  year.  This  support  base  greatly  enhances  the  Fire 
Department's  ability  to  function  effectively  within  the  community. 

As  always,  special  thanks  must  be  extended  to  the  19  Fire  and  Rescue  members  who  so  tirelessly 
give  of  themselves  whenever  the  need  arises.  They  are  your  fiiends  and  neighbors,  and  all  are 
proud  to  serve  our  community!

This  past  year  started  out  to  be  similar  to  those  of  the  past.  But  Uke  last  spring's  late 
winter-like  blasts,  we  found  ourselves  challenged  without  much  warning,  ending  the  year 
with  more  questions  than  answers. 

The  major  challenges  were  financial.  In  July,  our  postal  rates  doubled.    In  August  our 
major  advertiser,  Monadnock  Community  Hospital,  notified  us  that  due  to  emergency 
budget  constraints,  they  were  going  to  cease  advertizing  until  further  notice.  In 
November  our  long  term  advertiser.  Century  21,  notified  us  they,  too,  were  going  to  stop 
advertizing,  perhaps  a  fall-out  of  the  mortgage  crisis.  At  the  same  time,  we  decided  to 
embark  on  a  wider  distribution  oi  The  Advocate,  in  part  as  an  experiment  to  see  if  we 
could  provide  an  attractive  publication  to  our  neighboring  towns  and  also  to  give 
advertisers  a  better  reason  to  utilize  our  paper.  We  distributed  additional  copies  in 
Harrisville,  Hancock,  Jaffrey,  and  Marlborough.  While  we  were  able  to  attract  new 
advertisers,  it  was  not  enough  to  offset  the  loss  of  revenue  from  our  major  contributors. 
The  result  was  that  for  the  first  time  in  five  years,  we  failed  to  out-perform  our  budget. 

The  Budget  Committee  has  imposed  a  25%  reduction  to  our  budget  for  2008.  Instead  of 
a  net  deficit  of  $6,378,  the  Committee  has  approved  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $4,784,  a 
$1,594  reduction  in  Town  support.  While  some  have  suggested  we  can  meet  this  level  of 
fiinding  by  reducing  the  number  of  issues  from  12  to  9,  reaction  to  this  kind  of  action  has 
been  negative. 

We  believe  we  can  best  serve  the  Town  by  continuing  to  publish  monthly,  attract  new 
advertisers,  and  provide  well  written  stories  for  our  readers. 

I  would  like  to  thank  our  dedicated  staff:  Nellie  Crossley,  Amy  Carmosino,  Rusty 
Bastedo,  Anne  Anable,  and  especially  the  new  members  of  our  staff,  Sally  Shonk,  who 
provides  much  of  our  photo  coverage,  and  Matt  and  Judy  Wagner,  who  give  added  depth 
to  our  coverage  of  Town  news.

The  Archives  Committee  has  had  a  busy  year.  During  2007,  in  addition  to  processing, 
cataloguing,  and  indexing  the  town's  records  for  2001,  the  archivists  spent  52  hours 
answering  138  requests  for  information  from  town  records.  Inquiries  come  from  town 
officials,  town  residents,  real  estate  agents,  and  from  people  researching  their  family 
frees.  Every  year  a  larger  proportion  of  inquiries  come  by  e-mail.  Last  year,  we  had 
requests  for  information  from  the  New  England  states.  New  York,  Ohio,  California, 
Nevada,  Florida,  Vfrginia,  and  Alberta,  Canada. 

Genealogical  requests  often  involved  documents  from  both  Town  and  Historical  Society 
records,  including  birth,  death  and  marriage  records,  tax  records  and  cemetery  records,  as 
well  as  obituaries  and  other  materials  collected  by  the  Historical  Society.  We  also  had 
requests  for  general  information  about  the  town  and  its  everyday  business  records: 
building  permits,  litigation  records.  Board  of  Adjustment  records.  Planning  Board 
records,  road  records,  Trust  Fund  records,  and  septic  system  plans  and  approvals. 

The  Cemetery  project  described  in  last  year's  annual  report  is  now  25%  complete.  The 
digital  photographs  of  headstones  have  been  useful  as  several  people  have  requested 
copies.  If  anyone  would  like  to  volunteer,  by  taking  photographs,  verifying  information, 
or  data  entry,  we  would  welcome  their  services. 

If  you  were,  or  currently  are,  a  town  official  and  have  town  documents  in  your  possession 
that  you  no  longer  need,  bear  in  mind  that  they  belong  to  the  town  and  the  public  and 
should  be  deposited  at  the  Archives  or  with  the  Town  Clerk  (RSA  41 :58).  Documents 
acquired  in  2007  have  filled  in  gaps  in  the  record  of  the  1982  Town  Hall  renovation.  We 
also  received  photographs  of  the  1964  Open  House  for  the  "new"  fire  station.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  State  Forest  Ranger 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  &  Lands  work  collaboratively  to 
reduce  the  risk  and  frequency  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  please  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or 
Fire  Department  to  determine  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Under  State  law  (RSA  227-L:17)  a  fire  permit  is 
required  for  all  outside  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  The  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental 
Ser\'ices  also  prohibits  the  open  burning  of  household  waste.  Citizens  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  local  fire  department  or  DBS  at  1- 
800-498-6868  or  www.des.state.nh.us  for  more  information.  Safe  open  burning  requires  diligence  and  responsibility.  Help  us  to  protect 
New  Hampshire's  forest  resources.  For  more  information  please  contact  the  Division  of  Forests  &  Lands  at  (603)  271-2214,  or  online  at 
www.nhdfl.org. 

Fire  activity  was  very  busy  during  the  spring  of  the  2007,  particularly  late  April  into  early  May.  As  the  forests  and  fields  greened  up  in 
later  May  the  fire  danger  decreased.  However,  a  very  dry  late  summer  created  very  high  fire  danger  again  from  August  into  September, 
with  fire  danger  reaching  very  high  on  Labor  Day  weekend.  Even  with  the  dry  conditions,  the  acreage  burned  was  less  than  half  that  of 
2006.  The  largest  forest  fire  during  the  2007  season  burned  approximately  26  acres  on  the  side  of  Wantastiquet  Mountain  in  Chesterfield 
during  the  month  of  May.  Our  statewide  system  of  16  fire  lookout  towers  is  credited  with  keeping  most  fires  small  and  saving  several 
structures  this  season  due  to  their  quick  and  accurate  spotting  capabilities.  Many  homes  in  New  Hampshire  are  located  in  the  wildland 
urban  interface,  which  is  the  area  where  homes  and  flammable  wildland  fuels  intermix.  Several  of  the  fires  during  the  2007  season 
threatened  structures,  a  constant  reminder  that  forest  fires  bum  more  than  just  trees.  Homeowners  should  take  measures  to  prevent  a 
wildland  fire  from  spreading  to  their  home.  Precaurions  include  keeping  your  roof  and  gutters  clear  of  leaves  and  pine  needles,  and 
maintaining  adequate  green  space  around  your  home  free  of  flammable  materials.  Additional  information  and  homeowner 
recommendations  are  available  at  www.firewise.ore.  Please  help  Smokey  Bear,  your  local  fire  department  and  the  state's  Forest  Rangers 
by  being  fire  wise  and  fire  safe!

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 

2007  was  a  wet  year.  The  first  snow  arrived  in  the  middle  of  January.  January  came  in  like  a  lamb 
and  December  went  out  like  a  lion  with  the  snowiest  December  on  record. 

On  April  1 5*  we  had  a  severe  rainstorm  which  caused  flooding.  Three  roads  were  closed  and  the 
bridge  on  Old  Marlborough  Road  was  washed  out.  Li  a  24  hour  period  we  were  able  to  open  the 
three  roads  and  make  them  passable.  The  bridge  remained  closed.  Most  of  May  was  spent  hauling 
gravel  and  stone  to  bring  the  roads  back  to  the  shape  they  were  in  before  the  flood,  hi  July  we  spent 
a  lot  of  time  fixing  shoulders  on  some  of  the  tar  roads  that  had  washed  out  because  of  the  flood. 

I  spent  a  lot  of  time  with  FEMA  filling  out  worksheets,  labor  costs,  equipment  costs  and  material 
costs.  The  final  FEMA  reimbursement  was  very  beneficial  to  the  town. 

It  was  the  end  of  May  before  we  were  able  to  start  the  spring  cleaning  of  the  village,  sidewalks,  fire 
station,  police  station  and  the  town  hall. 

All  the  dirt  roads  were  graded  and  ditched  during  the  year.  We  spent  a  lot  of  time  cleaning  culverts 
on  the  town  roads.  Most  of  the  tar  roads  were  swept  and  roadside  mowing  was  done. 

In  June,  the  Selectmen,  Joe  Cavanaugh  and  I  spent  many  time  consuming  hours  with  an  engineer 
consultant  discussing  the  replacement  of  the  large  steel  culvert  (bridge)  on  the  Old  Marlborough 
Road.    The  bridge  will  be  constructed  right  and  should  last  many  years.  The  culvert  will  be  a  large 
concrete  box  culvert.  The  completion  date  should  be  around  the  middle  of  July  2008. 

During  the  fall  we  worked  on  two  projects.  We  rebuilt  the  Old  Common  and  Frothingham  Roads. 
We  installed  catch  basins,  under  drain  and  culverts  and  removed  rocks  and  ledge  fi-om  the  road  bed. 
The  existing  tar  was  ground  up  in  place  and  repaved  with  3"  cold  mix. 

Behind  the  town  hall  we  installed  a  septic  tank  and  septic  line  fi-om  the  existing  police  department 
holding  tank  to  the  pump  station  by  the  archives  building.  The  septic  is  then  pumped  to  the  leach 
bed  behind  the  archives  building.  This  project  involved  digging  around  power,  telephone  and  water 
lines  that  are  buried  m  the  parking  lot. 

Some  crack  sealing  was  done  on  Goldmme,  Valley,  Perry  Pasture,  Windmill  Hill  and  Page  Roads. 
We  supplied  the  labor  and  loader.  This  saved  the  town  a  considerable  amount  of  money.  We  also 
chip  sealed  Greenwood  Road. 

We  are  still  in  the  process  of  replacing  the  old  street  signs  with  the  new  larger  style  signs. 

This  fall  we  took  delivery  of  the  2008  Ford  450  and  the  2008  Mack  with  plow,  wing  and  sander 
body.  The  1977  Mack  and  the  1996  Ford  truck  have  been  sold.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  residents 
for  supporting  the  recommendation  of  the  highway  department  for  the  purchase  of  the  two  trucks. 

The  highway  department  employees  attended  five  training  workshops  this  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  highway  personnel  for  their  hard  work  and  dedication.  I  also  would  like  to 
again  thank  the  residents  for  their  support  of  our  road  projects  and  capital  improvement.  Thanks 
also  to  the  police  and  fire  departments  for  their  help  and  cooperation.

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Monadnock  Advisory  Commission 
Annual  Report 

2007 

The  Monadnock  Advisory  Commission  was  created  by  State  Statute  and  is  charged  to 
advise  and  guide  the  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development  on  the 
management  of  State  lands  on  Monadnock,  Gap  and  Little  Monadnock  Mountains. 

The  Commission  voted  to  allow  and  support  an  ecological  research  project  on 
Monadnock  by  Antioch  University.  Headed  by  Peter  Pahnietto,  a  Forest  Ecologist,  the 
project  goals  are  to  research  and  inventory  plant  communities  and  ecosystems  and  study 
the  long  term  effects  of  climate;  then  to  communicate  these  findings  to  the  public.  This 
will  be  an  ongoing  project  to  gain  substantial  scientific  information. 

The  new  Dublin  Trailhead  parking  lot  and  trailhead  relocation  have  been  completed,  as  a 
result  of  a  multi-year  effort  between  SPNHF,  New  England  Forestry  Foimdation,  NH 
Parks  and  the  Town  of  Dublin,  hiformation  kiosks  and  a  portable  toilet  have  been 
installed. 

Iron  Rangers  have  been  installed  by  the  Division  of  Parks  and  SPNHF  cooperafively  at 
the  following  trailheads:  Dublin,  Old  Toll  Road,  North  and  South  Gap  Mountain, 
Rhododendron  State  Park,  and  Monadnock  State  Park  headquarters.  These  are  signed  to 
accept  required  fees  or  donations  with  explanation  as  to  how  the  money  is  to  be  used. 
h"on  Rangers  have  been  successful  in  acquiring  revenue  when  no  staff  is  present. 

The  Jaffi-ey  Planning  Board  approved  a  lot  line  adjustment  to  SPNHF  for  its  Poole  Lot, 
which  will  allow  for  a  land  swap  for  the  State  Gay  Lot.  This  is  as  proposed  in  the 
Monadnock  Master  Plan. 

Monadnock  State  Park  Manager  Andrew  Zboray  reported  annual  day  use  attendance  at 
70,638  at  headquarters,  11, 2 14  at  other  trailheads,  campers  at  9,084.

OPEN  SPACE  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

2007 


The  Open  Space  Planning  Committee  has  been  working  since  September  2007  to  create 
an  Open  Space  Plan  for  the  town.  The  purpose  of  this  Plan  is  to  determine  the  natural 
resoijrces  and  recreational  and  historical  assets  that  are  most  important  to  preserve  as 
open  space  and  to  identify  the  areas  of  town  where  these  resources  and  assets  are  most 
prevalent.  This  Plan  will  serve  to  guide  both  town  land-use  boards  and  individual 
landowners  as  we  work  together  to  preserve  the  best  qualities  of  Dublin. 

The  Committee  met  regularly  during  the  fall.  We  agreed  on  certain  criteria  to  determine 
the  most  significant  natural  resources  and  other  assets  and  then  plotted  on  a  base  map  of 
the  town  those  areas  where  these  are  most  likely  to  be  found.  We  held  a  Public  Meeting 
in  December  where  we  heard  many  good  comments  and  ideas  which  will  be  incorporated 
into  the  Plan. 

Each  member  of  the  Committee  has  contributed  specific  knowledge  and  experience  to 
our  work.  We  look  forward  to  presenting  the  Plan  at  a  second  Public  Meeting  in  the 
spring  of  2008.

2007 

The  past  year  was  a  relatively  quiet  one  for  the  Planning  Board.  Although  we  handled  a 
number  of  site  plan  reviews  regarding  nonresidential  uses  of  property,  our  workload  with 
regard  to  subdivision  applications  was  light,  probably  due  in  part  to  the  decreased  activity 
by  developers  in  the  weak  housing  market.  We  approved  no  major  subdivisions  in  2007, 
only  small  projects  that  created  one  or  two  new  lots. 

Having  made  major  changes  to  our  zoning  ordinance  and  regulations  over  the  past  few 
years,  the  consensus  of  the  Board  was  that  no  substantial  changes  were  necessary  in  2007. 
We  feel  we  are  well  positioned  to  handle  the  eventual  growth  that  Dublin  will  experience 
with  our  revised  ordinance.  Open  Space  Subdivision  regulations,  bedrock  and  superficial 
layer  mapping  data,  and  Open  Space  Planning  Committee  in  place. 

Given  that  current  and  economic  conditions  make  large-scale  residential  development  in 
the  coming  year  unlikely,  and  the  fact  that  we  are  not  planning  any  major  planning 
initiatives  in  the  coming  year,  we  were  able  to  cut  the  Planning  Board  budget  for  the 
coming  year  almost  20%  fi-om  the  2007  amount. 

Our  agenda  for  2008  includes:  considering  an  expansion  of  the  Village  District  so  as  to 
provide  a  larger  area  to  accommodate  greater  density  growth  with  less  environmental 
impact;  considering  creation  of  a  "Residential  District"  or  overlay  district  in  the  more 
densely-populated  portions  of  the  Rural  Zone  where  uses  incompatible  with  residential 
might  be  restricted;  and  reviewing  and  possibly  updating  the  Dublin  Sign  Ordinance.  We 
will  also  take  up  the  issue  of  what  regulations,  if  any,  should  be  implemented  regarding 
"small  scale  wind  power  generation  facilities"  (commonly  known  as  windmills)  to 
encourage  alternative  energy  sources  while  attempting  to  limit  any  adverse  effects  such 
as  noise,  esthetic  impacts,  and  chopped-up  bats. 

hi  recognition  of  the  fact  that  water  is  one  of  our  most  precious  and  fragile  resources,  we 
would  also  like  to  go  forward  with  the  Water  Testing  Program  shelved  last  year  due  to 
budgetary  constraints.  The  information  gathered  through  this  program,  interpreted  in 
conjunction  with  the  bedrock  and  fi-acture  trace  maps,  and  with  well  information  from  the 
NHDES,  will  give  the  town  valuable  information  about  the  location  and  quality  of  water 
resources  in  town. 

We  always  open  to  input  fi-om  townspeople  regarding  any  of  these  issues.

SOLID  WASTE  COMMITTEE 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

2007 


This  year  the  Transfer/Recycling  Station  disposed  of  281  tons  of  household  waste,  59 
tons  of  construction  debris,  over  2  tons  of  televisions  and  computer  monitors,  and  more 
than  5  tons  of  tires  at  a  cost  of  $36,161. 

The  sale  from  217  tons  of  recyclables  generated  an  income  of  $17,744  while  avoiding 
$21,423  in  landfill  costs.  Tipping  fees  provided  an  additional  income  of  $8,883. 

Paving  was  completed  in  August  to  the  delight  of  those  residents  who  patronize  the 
facility  during  mud  season.  A  safety  issue  while  loading  trailers  was  addressed  with  the 
purchase  of  a  pre-owned  dock  board. 

The  Swap  Shop  was  closed  due  to  large  amounts  of  unsuitable  junk  and  fee  items  being 
left;  plus  a  constant  stream  of  dealers  and  pickers  taking  items  for  resale  also  created  its 
share  of  problems. 

The  Solid  Waste  Committee  is  looking  for  new  members  to  help  institute  a  plan  that 
would  address  Dublin's  recycling  and  waste  disposal  concerns  and  fiiture  needs.

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  library  staff,  patrons,  volunteers,  and 
Friends  of  the  Dublin  Public  Library  for  your  generous  contribution  of  time,  talent,  and 
gifts  during  this  past  year.  It  is  your  support  that  helps  make  the  library  such  a  strong 
presence  in  our  community. 

When  I  took  over  as  Chairperson  of  the  Trustees,  it  was  an  easy  transition  because  of  the 
work  done  for  many  years  by  Adele  Knight.  She  had  everything  well  organized  and  up  to 
date,  so  it  was  easy  for  me  to  take  over  the  chairmanship.  Thanks,  Adele. 

Our  computer  systems  have  been  brought  up  to  date,  thanks  to  the  good  work  by  Marty 
Smith.  We  now  have  a  new  computer  for  our  office  staff  and  have  five  PC's  for  patron 
usage.  The  new  bar  code  software  purchased  last  year  is  being  used  to  get  the  book 
collection  coded.  This  will  be  an  ongoing  process  for  a  while. 

The  Library  has  purchased  a  new  Sharpe  copying  machine  to  replace  the  older  machine 
that  was  experiencing  maintenance  issues  and  expense.  The  print  quality  is  so  much 
better  and  the  improvement  in  overall  capability  has  made  this  a  good  investment. 

Now  that  the  library  has  been  repaired  and  painted  where  water  damage  occurred  a  few 
years  ago,  maintenance  needs  have  been  minimal  and  routine.  A  new  security  mirror  has 
been  placed  near  the  stairway  to  provide  improved  visibility  of  the  stairway  area.

We  are  in  very  good 
shape  regarding  procedures  and  policies. 

Our  library  has  been  very  active  with  the  local  area  town  library  trustees,  meeting 
monthly  to  discuss  issues  related  to  the  local  libraries.  I  want  to  thank  Adele  Knight  for 
her  active  role  in  coordinating  these  meetings.  They  have  been  beneficial  to  many  of 
those  attending. 

The  Dublin  Public  Library  Trustees  consist  of  three  permanent  trustees — Bill  Goodwin, 
Adele  Knight,  and  Jane  Holmes;  Trustees — Cecily  Bastedo,  Marty  Smith,  Bethe  Walker, 
Barbara  Sovik,  and  Dick  Sevatson.  We  regretfully  accepted  the  resignation  of  Trustee 
Alternate,  Joyce  Nelson,  who  moved  out  of  town.  Our  Library  Director,  Betty  Mclntyre 
has  done  a  stellar  job  overseeing  the  operation  of  the  Library. 

The  Trustees  continue  to  attend  training  sessions  sponsored  by  the  NH  Attorney 
General's  office  and  the  NH  Library  Trustees  Association  (NHLTA). 

We  again  thank  everyone  for  supporting  the  Town  budget  for  Library  operation.  This  has 
made  it  possible  to  keep  our  library  in  excellent  physical  condition  and  to  maintain  the 
wonderfiil  programs  and  activities  that  take  place  there.  We  welcome  any  suggestions 
that  you  might  have  to  further  improve  our  services  to  the  community.

In  1909  Edwin  Grozier,  the  publisher  of  the  Boston  Post,  distributed  gold-headed  black 
ebony  canes  to  a  select  list  of  New  England  towns  (Dublin  was  a  recipient)  as  an 
advertising  campaign.  The  cane  was  to  be  presented  to  the  Town's  oldest  citizen. 

A  September  1960  letter  fi-om  Henry  D.  Allison  to  Joe  Harrington  of  the  Boston  Sunday 
Globe  (in  response  to  holders  of  the  Boston  Post  Cane),  reveals  that  Mr.  Grozier 
summered  in  Dublin  in  the  early  1900's.  Mr.  Allison,  as  a  real  estate  agent,  had  rented 
Mr.  Grozier  a  house. 

The  list  above  has  been  compiled  fi-om  the  Town's  scant  records  on  the  subject.  If 
anyone  knows  who  received  the  cane  before  1943  and  during  the  1970s,  that  information 
would  be  greatly  appreciated.

The  Dublin  Lake  Preservation  Committee  marked  its  tenth  year  of  existence  by  fulfilUng 
its  original  mission  from  the  Selectmen  in  1997:  to  monitor  the  condition  of  Dublin  Lake 
and  to  bring  forward  through  the  Selectmen  regular  reports  on  the  condition  of  the  lake 
and  plans  for  the  improvement  of  the  lake's  quality.  With  a  membership  that  represents 
many  of  the  groups  with  a  close  relationship  with  the  lake,  the  Committee  functions  as  a 
central  clearinghouse  to  collect  the  information  about  various  initiatives  that  could  impact 
the  long-term  health  and  viability  of  one  our  town's  most  precious  landmarks. 

During  2007  the  Lake  Preservation  Committee  was  made  aware  of  several  important 
undertakings.  In  a  partnership  with  the  Dublin  Conservation  Commission,  the 
Committee  helped  re-establish  supporting  the  position  of  Lake  Host  on  weekends  and 
holidays  at  the  boat  launch.  Under  the  supervision  of  point  persons  Jerry  Lawler  and 
Hank  Campbell,  employees  Caroline  Eichler  and  Jon  Carabello  checked  boats  entering 
the  lake  for  invasives  and  pro-actively  distributed  information  to  visitors  about  the 
harmfiil  effects  of  invasive  plants  on  the  health  of  bodies  of  water.  By  all  accounts  this 
program  was  successful,  and  plans  are  in  the  works  to  continue  it  in  2008. 

The  Dublin  Garden  Club  sponsors  many  efforts  that  benefit  and  monitor  the  lake.  Karen 
Bunch  and  Felicity  Pool,  coordinators  for  all  projects  connected  with  Dublin  Lake  for  the 
Garden  Club,  created  a  Lake  Care  report  that  describes  Lake  Work  Projects,  organized  by 
season  and  "who  does  what  when."  This  document  is  valuable  for  tracking  ongoing 
efforts  and  areas  of  responsibility;  Karen  and  Felicity  also  shared  this  document  with 
other  key  stakeholders  such  as  the  Selectmen,  the  Highway  Department,  the  Code 
Enforcement  Officer,  and  the  Conservation  Commission. 

One  of  the  most  important  undertakings  of  the  Dublin  Garden  Club  is  its  participation  in 
a  program  to  monitor  the  health  of  the  water  in  the  lake.  This  year,  it  decided  to  switch 
its  participation  to  the  Volunteer  Lake  Assessment  Program  (VLAP)  and  undertake  a 
schedule  of  regular  water  testing  at  key  points  in  the  lake  and  along  the  shoreline.  The 
club  also  oversees  the  volunteer  weed  watch  project;  happily  the  steps  taken  to  remove 
and  control  the  initial  problems  with  invasive  milfoil  in  the  lake  have  been  successful  and 
no  problem  infestations  have  been  found.  The  Garden  Club  also  continues  to  track  the 
success  of  the  grant- funded  Erosion  Control  Project  along  the  shore  and  works  to 
maintain  the  efficacy  of  the  various  sites.  Karen  Bunch  is  also  the  Lake  Committee's 
liaison  with  the  Conservation  Commission  and  provides  regular  updates  of  the  relevant 
work  of  this  body. 

The  Committee  was  kept  informed  of  the  continuing  efforts  of  the  Women's  Club  to 
control  beach  erosion  as  well  as  the  successful  purchase  of  the  Beech  Hill  Hospital 
property  by  the  Beech  Hill-Dublin  Lake  Watershed  Association.  Both  of  these  projects 
have  the  potential  to  help  maintain  the  health  of  Dublin  Lake.  The  Committee  will 
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continue  to  monitor  local  and  state  issues  and  legislation  as  they  pertain  to  the  health  of 
Dublin  Lake.

CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

2007 


In  2007,  we  made  considerable  progress  against  two  major  projects  identified  for  the  Cemetery. 

The  restoration  of  the  Town's  first  Meeting  House  site  is  nearly  complete.  All  stonework 
marking  this  structure's  foundation  is  done;  the  area  has  been  graded  and  seeded,  and  new 
plantings  are  in.  All  that  remains  is  the  installation  of  a  commemorative  bronze  plaque  which 
is  on  order  and  will  be  complete  before  Memorial  Day.  Considerable  volunteer  effort  helped 
to  bring  this  project  to  a  conclusion,  with  special  thanks  to  Jane  Keough,  Ellen  Fisher,  and 
Phil  Gammons  for  their  work,  and  to  Ann  Clarkeson  for  her  ongoing  support  and  contribution 
to  this  effort  in  preserving  an  important  part  of  Dublin's  early  settlement  history. 

After  many  years  of  evaluation  and  planning,  it  appears  that  we  may  be  able  to  add  approxi- 
mately 15-20  years  of  capacity  within  the  grounds  of  the  existing  cemetery.  Preliminary  plans 
to  incorporate  full  grave  sites  to  the  south  of  the  developed  area  of  the  cemetery,  as  well  as 
protect  true  wetlands  on  the  remainder  of  the  area,  have  been  developed.  Thanks  to  Joe 
Cavanaugh  and  Jack  Lewis  for  their  assistance  in  this  important  endeavor.  In  addition,  a 
small  Town  owned  section  north  of  Old  Common  Road  was  partially  cleared  (again,  with 
volunteer  effort)  and  appears  suitable  for  cremation  interment  sites  once  drainage  issues  are 
addressed.  Stone  wall  work  is  scheduled  for  this  area  in  2008.  We  plan  to  asked  the  Select- 
men to  establish  an  Expansion  Committee  to  coordinate  completion  of  the  design  work, 
develop  specifications,  and  oversee  the  work  necessary  to  complete  both  areas,  and  note 
that  fiinds  are  available  in  Capital  Reserve  to  offset  costs. 

Tombstone  straightening  and  repair  projects  are  ongoing,  with  thanks  to  Cles  Staples  and 
Mike  Edick  for  their  dedicated  work  on  this  project.  Our  efforts  to  obtain  a  memorial 
plaque  from  the  Veterans  Administiation  for  Revolutionary  War  veterans  buried  in  Dublin 
with  grave  markers  continues,  but  the  wheels  of  the  Federal  government  turn  slowly. 
Progress  continues  towards  the  computerization  of  data  and  photographs  for  all  graves 
within  the  cemetery  -  thanks  to  Nancy  and  Hank  Campbell  for  their  efforts  in  this 
substantial  project. 

The  key  to  what  we  believe  was  a  year  of  significant  accomplishment  is  the  dedication  of 
volunteers  who  were  willing  to  come  forth  and  help  us  achieve  these  goals,  as  well  as  those 
within  the  staff  who  go  above  and  beyond  normal  work  efforts  to  improve  the  cemetery. 
We  owe  them  all  our  thanks.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

2007 

2007  was  a  productive  year  for  conservation  in  Dublin  and  on  the  Conservation  Commission. 
The  Commission  sponsored  a  warrant  article,  supported  by  the  Selectmen,  to  allocate  50%  of  the 
town's  Use  Change  Tax  to  the  Conservation  Fund.  The  town  wholeheartedly  supported  this 
initiative,  which  will  begin  to  build  funds  to  assist  in  the  preservation  of  properties  in  the  town 
that  have  conservation  value.  While  this  source  of  funds  will  most  likely  never  be  large  enough 
to  fiand  land  purchases,  it  can  help  fiind  the  appraisals,  surveys,  conservation  management  fees 
and  legal  work  needed  to  implement  an  easement  or  sale  of  property.  It  can  also  provide  seed 
money  to  give  the  town  and  its  citizens  the  opportunity  to  gather  the  resources  needed  to  take 
appropriate  action  when  issues  and  opportunities  present  themselves. 

In  midyear  the  Commission  reviewed  the  work  done  by  the  Ad  Hoc  Open  Space  Committee  in 
late  2006  and  early  2007,  and  supported  the  Selectmen's  initiative  to  create  an  Open  Space 
Planning  Committee.  The  formation  of  such  a  Committee  was  recommended  in  the  town's  2006 
Long  Range  Plan.  The  Open  Space  Planning  Committee  contains  representatives  of  several 
town  boards  and  members  of  the  public.  It  met  a  number  of  times  during  the  last  half  of  the  year 
and  held  a  public  information  meeting  to  get  public  input  and  to  review  the  direction  of  its 
planning.  The  Committee  has  come  up  with  a  set  of  criteria  for  evaluating  the  conservation 
value  of  properties  and  areas,  and  has  identified  half  a  dozen  priority  areas  for  conservation 
efforts  within  Dublin.  The  Committee  expects  to  complete  an  Open  Space  Plan  early  in  2008. 

The  Commission  also  continued  its  work  with  the  Dublin  Lake  Preservation  Committee  and  with 
the  Garden  Club  of  Dublin  to  protect  Dublin  Lake.  Members  of  the  Commission,  working  with 
these  two  groups,  patrolled  the  lake  searching  for  milfoil,  and  ensured  that  the  lake's  waters  were 
tested  and  that  appropriate  action  was  taken  to  keep  the  lake  clear  of  contaminants  and  invasives. 
The  Commission  provided  fimding  for  the  Lake  Preservation  Committee's  renewal  of  the  Lake 
Host  program,  which  monitors  boats  entering  the  lake  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  milfoil. 

On  Beech  Hill,  the  demolition  of  the  hospital  and  administrative  buildings  continued  during 
2007,  and  by  year  end  the  property  to  be  conserved  had  been  cleared  and  regraded,  and  the 
property  containing  the  original  mansion  had  been  put  on  the  market.  Work  is  well  under  way  to 
ensure  that  the  preservation  of  this  most  important  watershed  and  woodland  is  completed  in  a 
timely  manner. 

The  Commission  has  also  been  active  this  year  in  other  areas.  Conmiission  members  have  been 
actively  monitoring  the  conservation  lands  for  which  the  town  shares  monitoring  responsibility 
with  others.  The  Commission  also  spent  time  reviewing  the  condition  and  potential  uses  for 
conservation  properties  the  town  owns,  monitoring  wetlands  subject  to  development,  and 
developing  plans  for  the  control  of  several  types  of  invasive  plants.

TRANSPORTATION  COMMITTEE 
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Background:  The  Dublin  Transportation  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in 
December  1999  to  study  the  traffic  situation  on  Main  Street/NHlOl  and  develop 
strategies  for  improvement.  The  main  task  has  been  to  reduce  the  negative  effects  of 
NHlOl  on  safety,  traffic  flow,  community  life,  and  the  environment.  The  reasoning  and 
recommendations  regarding  traffic  calming  and  speed  enforcement  put  forward  by  the 
Town  to  the  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission  NHlOl  Corridor  Study  in 
November  1999  serve  as  the  basis  for  Committee.  Gradually,  the  Dublin  Traffic  Calming 
Pilot  Project  has  been  developed  with  input  fi-om  the  Town,  Region,  State,  as  well  as  the 
Monadnock  Traffic  Calming  Foundation.  The  aim  of  the  Project  is  to  address  the  Dublin 
concerns  regarding  Route  101  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  conform  to  State  and  Federal 
regulations. 

General  idea  of  the  Project:  The  objective  is  to  make  it  natural  to  drive  more  slowly  in 
the  center  of  the  village.  Today,  the  highway  is  built  the  same  way  regardless  of  whether 
it  runs  through  the  residential  area  of  town  or  through  uninhabited  woods.  This  creates 
unnecessary  traffic  crashes  in  the  center  of  town  where  driveways  and  side  streets  make 
the  traffic  pattern  complicated.  It  also  makes  it  dangerous  and  stressful  to  walk  on  Main 
Street  or  to  cross  over  it. 

Among  the  traffic  calming  features  studied  are:  traffic  islands,  splitter  islands, 
medians,  narrowing  of  the  traffic  lanes,  sidewalks  (with  granite  curbing),  crosswalks 
(including  strengthening  of  the  crosswalk  at  the  Consolidated  School),  more  trees  and 
shrubs  near  the  road,  and  improved  decorative  lighting. 

Many  Dublin  residents  have  asked  for  crosswalks  by  Town  Hall  and  elsewhere  in 
the  village.  Today,  unless  we  slow  the  traffic,  such  crosswalks  cannot  be  permitted  by  the 
State  because  they  would  make  a  bad  situation  worse.  Crosswalks  with  today's  speeds 
would  give  a  false  sense  of  security  for  pedestrians  as  many  drivers  would  not  be  able  to 
stop  safely.  Thus  the  key  is  speed.  Our  sight  distances  in  the  center  of  town  are  too  short 
for  the  speeds  we  have.  The  only  way  to  get  crosswalks  for  the  village  center  is  to  bring 
the  speeds  down  closer  to  the  speed  limit.  That  is  what  the  traffic  cahning  can  do 
effecfively,  safely,  and  with  just  a  few  seconds  of  delay  in  traveling  time. 

Funding:  Due  to  the  effort  of  the  Transportation  Committee  and  the  Monadnock  Traffic 
Calming  Foundation,  federal  funding  for  the  Project  were  secured  through  two  programs 
at  the  US  Department  of  Transportafion:  $300,000  from  the  TCSP,  sponsored  by  US 
Senator  Judd  Gregg,  and  $210,000  from  the  TE  Program,  administered  and  selected  by 
the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Transportation  (NHDOT).  hi  addition,  the 
Monadnock  Traffic  Calming  Foundation  (MTCF)  continued  its  generous  support  of  the 
Dublin  Traffic  Calming  Project  in  2007  with  its  financing  of  the  engineering  work  by  the 
firm  Fay,  Spofford,  and  Thomdike  (FST).  This  road  engineering  frnn  has  been  contracted 
by  MTCF. 


Matching  of  federal  grants:  The  $210,000  grant  from  the  TE  program  came  with  the 
requirement  of  a  20%  local  match  of  $52,500.  Commonly,  towns  pay  this  kind  of  match 
via  their  town  budgets.  In  Dublin's  case,  this  is  not  necessary,  because  MTCF  has  paid 
more  than  this  sum  for  the  engineering  of  the  Project.  Thus  Dublin  is  in  the  fortunate 
position  that  no  money  will  have  to  be  paid  by  the  Dublin  taxpayers  for  the  Dublin 
Traffic  Calming  Pilot  Project. 

Limited  area:  The  Dublin  Traffic  Calming  Pilot  Project  deals  with  a  limited  area, 
approximately  900  feet  of  highway  from  Old  Common  Road  in  the  west  to  just  east  of  the 
current  Town  Oval.  The  plan  involves  several  pedestrian  crossings,  a  partial  expansion  of 
the  current  Town  Oval  towards  its  historical  dimensions,  a  new  mini-oval  by  Old 
Common  Road,  granite-curbed  sidewalks,  trees,  and  the  infrastructure  for  future 
ornamental  lighting.  In  addition,  the  Project  includes  an  overhaul  of  the  Dublin 
Consolidated  School  crossing  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  its  visibility,  safety,  and 
atfractiveness. 

Consensus  buUding:  After  the  financial  breakthrough  for  the  Project  with  Federal  grants 
in  2004,  2006,  and  2007  were  the  years  of  broad  public  involvement.  While  the 
Transportation  Committee  had  organized  a  number  of  successfiil  public  meetings  over 
the  years,  the  public  participation  process  intensified  considerably  in  2006,  thanks  to  the 
State.  At  the  beginning  of  2006,  the  NHDOT  offered  the  Town  the  opportunity  to  be  a 
pilot  project  for  the  Department's  Context  Sensitive  Solutions  (CSS),  a  new  method  for 
decision-making  and  consensus-building  for  local  projects  on  or  near  state  highways.  All 
in  all  there  have  been  nine  broadly  attended  meetings,  gradually  developing  so-called 
problem  statement  and  vision  statements,  evaluation  criteria  for  project  components,  a 
master  plan  for  the  corridor,  and  a  definition  of  the  elements  of  the  Project.  The  New 
Hampshire  Commissioner  of  Transportation  opened  the  first  of  these  CSS  meetings  in  the 
Dublin  Public  Library.  The  process  culminated  in  a  final  meeting  on  February  7,  2007, 
when  consensus  was  reached  about  what  to  build. 

After  a  great  investment  of  time  and  effort  by  the  stakeholders  such  as  the  Dublin 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Dublin  Transportation  Committee,  Dublin  Consolidated  School, 
Dublin  Community  Church,  Dublin  Library,  Dublin  Fire  Department,  Dublin  Police 
Department,  Dublin  School,  Yankee  Publishing,  Monadnock  Traffic  Calming 
Foundation,  other  town  boards,  local  residents,  regional  representatives,  NHDOT,  and 
others,  consensus  was  reached  for  the  Project.  The  Town  of  Dublin  is  indebted  to  the 
NHDOT  for  its  significant,  open-minded,  and  gracious  effort  to  get  the  Dublin  Project  to 
move  from  the  drawing  board  towards  implementation. 

Timetable:  The  Project  has  been  at  a  standstill  for  almost  a  year  due  to  a  formality.  The 
Town  was  advised  in  late  March  2007  that  it  required  Town  Meeting  approval  to  accept 
the  $510,000  in  federal  funds.  Thus  the  Town  has  had  to  wait  until  the  Town  Meeting 
2008  to  accept  the  funds  and  resume  the  work  towards  implementation.  The  new 
timetable  involves  finalizing  design  and  engineering,  as  well  as  permitting,  in  summer 
and  fall  of  this  year.  The  Project  should  go  out  to  bid  at  the  end  of  the  year  for 
implementation  during  spring/early  summer  2009. 


In  sum:  Traffic  calming  measures  create  a  smooth  flow  of  slower  traffic.  This  will 
improve  access  for  everybody  and  make  it  safer  and  easier  to  get  out  on  Main  Street  for 
local  drivers.  Walking  along  and  across  the  road  will  be  safer  and  more  pleasant.  Traffic 
calming  will  also  enhance  the  rural  character  of  the  Town  Hall  area.  Plantings  will  make 
the  village  center  greener  and  more  beautiiul.  The  Project  is  scheduled  to  be  implemented 
in  the  spring  of  2008  with  crossings,  partial  restoration  of  the  Town  Oval  to  its  historical 
dimensions,  a  new  mini-oval  by  Old  Common  Road,  new  and  safe  road  crossings,  new 
sidewalks,  upgrading  of  the  existing  crossing  by  DCS,  trees,  and  other  greenery.  This 
should  prove  to  be  an  important  instalhnent  towards  the  effort  to  revitalize  the  Dublin 
village  center.

2007  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  17,  2007 

On  March  17,  2007  residents  gathered  at  the  Dublin  Consolidated  School  for  the  business  portion 
of  this  year's  town  meeting.  Due  to  the  snowstorm  on  the  previous  day,  the  beginning  of  the 
meeting  was  delayed  until  1 :00  PM. 

Dublin  Girl  Scout  Troup  #328  began  the  meeting  by  leading  those  present  in  the  Pledge  of 
Allegiance.  Following  the  reading  of  the  necrology,  Moderator  Clark  offered  the  Moderator's 
Prayer. 

This  year's  Citizen  of  the  Year  award  was  given  to  Story  Wright.  During  his  presentation. 
Selectman  Cavanaugh  noted  that  Mrs.  Wright  has  been  involved  on  numerous  committees,  not 
only  in  Dublin,  but  throughout  the  Monadnock  area.  For  many  years  Story  served  as  Dublin's 
representative  to  the  ConVal  School  Board  and  she  is  currently  a  member  of  the  Monadnock 
Family  Services  Board.  More  recently  Story  was  elected  president  of  the  Beech  Hill  Dublin 
Lake  Watershed  Association,  a  private  organization  which  in  2006  purchased  the  former  Beech 
Hill  Hospital  in  an  effort  to  prevent  future  development  of  the  property. 

A  gift  was  presented  to  Lewis  Hansen  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  a  token  of  the  town's 
appreciation  for  the  fifteen  years  he  has  served  as  treasurer. 

Selectman  Anne  Anable  expressed  the  Board's  gratitude  to  outgoing  Selectman  Joseph  Cavanaugh 
for  the  time,  energy  and  many  talents  he  has  contributed  to  the  town  during  his  years  on  the  Board. 

After  a  brief  summary  of  the  rules  to  be  followed  during  the  course  of  the  meeting,  Moderator 
Clark  began  this  portion  of  the  2007  town  meeting  with  Article  8. 

Article  8:  "Move  that  the  Town  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  heretofore 
chosen,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto."  (Majority  vote  required)

An  overview  of  the  proposed  2007  budget  was  presented  by  Richard  Scheinblum,  Chair- 
man of  the  Budget  Committee.  During  his  presentation  Mr.  Scheinblum  highlighted  the 
differences  between  the  2006  and  2007  budgets  and  noted  that  the  Budget  Committee  and 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  were  in  agreement  on  the  figures  contained  in  this  year's  budget.

Article  12:  "Move  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twenty  nine  thousand 
dollars  ($29,000.00)  for  the  pvirchase  of  a  new  Police  Cruiser  (SUV),  and  furthermore  authorize 
withdrawal  of  that  amount  fi-om  the  Police  Cruiser  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  this  purpose."

In 
response  to  questions  regarding  training  and  liability,  Chief  Letoumeau  stated  that  he  and  his 
officers  would  receive  training  on  the  proper  use  of  the  tasers;  and  although  he  was  aware  of  the 
potential  for  legal  action  as  a  result  of  their  use,  he  felt  that  the  department  would  be  covered  if 
such  an  action  arose.

Phase  One  Town  Hall  Improvements;  this  appropriation  is  to  be  conditional  upon  receipt  by  the 
Town  of  the  anonymous  gift  of  Seven  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($700,000.00)  which  will 
offset  such  appropriation;  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  and  contract  on  behalf

"Phase  One  Town  Hall  Improvements";  and  to  take  any  other  action  the  Selectmen  may  deem 
appropriate  in  order  to  effectuate  the  completion  of  said  Phase  One  Town  Hall  Improvements. 
This  is  a  non-lapsing  article  and  will  lapse  on  December  31,  2008,  or  when  the  project  has 
been  completed,  whichever  occurs  first."  (Majority  vote  required) 

In  endorsing  this  article.  Selectman  Joseph  Cavanaugh  called  this  offer  a  "gift  of  a  hfetime" 
and  noted  that  over  the  years  several  other  facilities  in  town  had  been  donated  either  in  part 
or  entirely  by  residents  of  the  town.  Selectman  Sterling  Abram  discussed  the  importance  of 
preserving  the  history  of  the  Town  for  fiature  generations. 

Concerns  were  expressed  regarding  the  current  lack  of  parking  space  available  around  the  town 
hall  and  the  potential  effect  on  property  taxes  if  Phases  Two  and  Three  of  the  Improvements 
project  were  approved  during  future  town  meetings. 

Having  received  a  petition  signed  by  five  registered  voters,  Moderator  Clark  declared  that  the 
vote  on  this  article  would  be  by  secret  ballot,  and  that  the  ballot  boxes  would  remain  open  for 
30  minutes  to  allow  residents  sufficient  time  to  cast  their  ballots.

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TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TRUST  FUNDS 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

2007 

The  MS-9  and  MS- 10  reports  from  Charter  Trust  Company  for  the  past  year  are  shown 
on  the  adjacent  pages.  They  show  the  investment  transaction  status  and  fund  balances  of 
the  investments  for  the  Town  of  Dublin.  The  MS-9  report  shows  the  status  of  the  various 
Common  and  Capital  Reserve  Funds  for  the  Town  of  Dublin.  The  MS- 10  shows  the 
investment  portfolio  for  the  Trust  Funds. 

Deposits  into  and  withdrawals  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Trust  Funds  are  based  on  the 
approved  Warrant  Articles  at  the  Town  Meeting. 

Withdrawals  from  the  Common  Trust  Funds  in  2007  include: 
$2000  to  the  Dublin  Community  Church. 
$5000  for  scholarships  to  Dublin  students  going  to  college. 
$5000  to  the  Town  for  cemetery  perpetual  care. 
$3780  to  Dublin  ConsoHdated  School  for  special  projects. 

Although  the  Town  expended  $20,531  for  welfare  in  2007,  this  money  was  not 
withdrawn  from  the  Trust  funds  until  January  of  2008.  This  should  show  up  in  next 
year's  report. 

The  Charter  Trust  Company  in  Peterborough  manages  our  investments.  Their  staff  has 
provided  excellent  investment  recommendations  and  has  managed  the  ftmds  in  a  very 
professional  manner.  On  a  regular  basis,  they  review  the  investment  portfolio  with  the 
Trustees  and  recommend  the  buying  and  selling  of  stocks,  based  on  performance. 

During  the  past  several  years,  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  have  provided  scholarships 
to  Dublin  students  who  have  demonsfrated  a  financial  need.  We  are  now  offering  two 
$1,000  scholarships  per  year.  Each  recipient  receives  $1,000  for  up  to  four  years  of 
undergraduate  studies.  This  year's  recipients  were  Kimberly  Murray  and  Zachary  Stone. 
Kimberly  will  be  attending  Florida  College  and  Zachary  will  be  attending  Universal 
Technical  Institute. 

Other  students  receiving  scholarships  are  2006  recipients  Christopher  Brandes  (St.  Joseph 
College  of  Maine)  and  Erik  French  (Bob  Jones  University)  and  2005  recipient  Emily 
Nelson  (Messiah  College).
